An investigation by 
USDA'8 Office of Inspec¬ 
tor General has found no 
evidence of complicity by 
any U.S. citizen in the 
substitution of horse and 
kangaroo meet for beef in 
shipments to the U.S. from 
Australia last year, a 
USDA official told CNS. 

The Inspector General’s 
Office essentially has com¬ 
pleted its own investiga¬ 
tion of the substitution in-. ’ 
cidents, according to 
USDA Assistant Inspector 
General, Lucius Free. 

However, the Inspector 
General’s investigation of¬ 
ficially will remain open 
pending the conclusion of 
the Australian govern¬ 
ment's ongoing investiga¬ 
tion of the substitutions, he 
said. 

Froo sold the Inspector 
General's office will make a 
detailed report of findings 
after its investigation is of¬ 
ficially closed. 

Horse meat was first 
discovered in shipments of 
Australian beef to the U.S. 
last Bummer by a USDA in¬ 
spector in a West Coast 
n^eat processing plant. ThB 
. discovery led USDA to im¬ 
pound all Australian beef 
then in the U.S. pending 
the results of species test, 
prompting an upsurge in 
U.S. domestic cow beef 


prices. Tests showed that 
kangaroo meat also had 
been substituted for beef in 
at least one shipment. 

The incident gave im¬ 
petus to congressional calls 
for stricter U.S. standards 
on imported meat and led' 
USDA to announce it 
would eventually require 
ail countries shipping beef 
to the U.S. to initiate 
species testing programs of 
their; own,' t .<- : V i ’ 

A former Australian 
meat exporter recently 
described for the first time 
how he substituted horse 
and kangaroo meat for beef 
in cartons shipped to the 
U.S. • 

Richard Vincent Ham¬ 
mond told a Royal Commis¬ 
sion hearing on the horse 
meat scandal that he 
bought an average of 3 tons 
of pet food—horse and kan¬ 
garoo-daily for his substi¬ 
tution operation based at a 
rented boning room at Pro¬ 
tean Holdings in Rich¬ 
mond, Victoria. 

Hammond admitted he is 
guilty of all: 5.1 charges 
brought against him relat¬ 
ing to the substitutions. 

Hammond detailed his 
operation, his pet food sup¬ 
plies and how he forged

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USDA ffoup reviews advice 


USDA plans to appoint a 
committee to review the 
nutritional advice con¬ 
tained in USDA's pamph¬ 
let "Nutrition and Your 
Health—Dietary Guide¬ 
lines for Americans," pub¬ 
lished in 1980, a USDA of¬ 
ficial told CNS recently. 

The pamphlet, which has 
been the subject of consid¬ 
erable controversy, lists 
seven dietary precepts 
Americans should follow to 
maintain good health. 

The red meat and egg in¬ 
dustries and some nutri¬ 
tionists have opposed the 
guideline's recommenda¬ 
tion that Americans should 
"avoid too much fat, satur¬ 
ated fat and cholesterol." 
Opponents charge there la 
insufficient evidence Unk¬ 


ing consumption of these 
substances to heart disease 
for the guidelines to con¬ 
tain sUch a statement. 

John Bode,' USDA depu¬ 
ty, assistant secretary for 
food and consumer ser- 
. vices, told CNS the deci¬ 
sion to . review the guide¬ 
lines vfaei based partly on a 
request from the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate accompanying's USDA 
appropriations bill. 

Bode also said a periodic 
review of the guidelines 
was necessary to make sure 
they - are consistent with 
the latest scientific knowl¬ 
edge. He said review com¬ 
mittee members wifi be an¬ 
nounced at a later date. 

■ The. National ' Cattle- 
• men's Assri. recently asked 
'USDA.to modify or rescind 


the guidelines, saying that 
the publication's fat- 
cholesterol advice had been 
widely construed as a rec¬ 
ommendation against 
eating beef and other ani¬ 
mal products. However, 
the Community Nutrition 
Institute, a consumer 
group, reportedly has 
warned USDA that ending 
publication of the guide¬ 
lines could seriously jeo¬ 
pardize USDA's credibility 
as a provider of -public 
health information. 

Last year agriculture sec¬ 
retary, John Bloc^c publicly, 
questioned the appropriate 
ness of USDA's role as a 
provider of nutrition ad- 
vicel He Indicated that role 
would be lessened under 
his leadership at USpA;

USDA said recently it 
has made permanent its re¬ 
cent interim rate hikes for 
meat and poultry inspec¬ 
tion services to offset the 
increased cost of providing 
inspections. 

The interim rate in¬ 
creases were implemented 
in October because of what 
USDA said was an im¬ 
mediate need to bring in¬ 
spection fees in line with 
costs at the start of the 
new fiscal year. 

USD A said the rate hikes 
will not have a major 
economic impact on con¬ 
sumer meat and poultry 
prices. 


The overLimo rote USDA 
charges for inspection is 
now $18.12 per hour, up 
from the provious rate of 
$16.76. The hourly cost for 
laboratory services is now 
$27.28, up from the 
previous rate of $26.24. 

USDA pays federal meat 
and poultry Inspectors for 
the work they perform dur¬ 
ing routine working hours. 
The hourly rate paid to in¬ 
spectors during those 
hours is $14.64, up from 
the previous $13.46. USDA 
charges meat and poultry 
plants for inspection ser¬ 
vices it provides outside of 
the basic 8-hour day or 
40-hour work-week.
